thods of wartare against the Indians 
prior to the Hisastrious battle of Monon- 


We left Alexandria Sunday afternoon 
for Washington, at which place we ar- 


ported fine sermons but small congrega- 
tions, as most of the members were away 
at the different summer resurts, Monday 
morning, with one accord, we started for 
the Capital, which onr guide book tells 
ua "is the most beautiful, magnificent 
and superb structure of the land ever 
erected by human hands. On entering 
the Rotanda we were struck with ania- 
zement at the lavish display of wealth 
and magnificence on every side of us; 
sp'endid paintings and works in alto 
reliows crowd on the right, white for up 
overhead at the distance of 180 fect is the 
wonderfal allegovical painting by Brum- 
idi. After wondering throngh ail the 
lower apartments,each replete with inter- 
eats, we commenced the ascent ol the 
364 steps that lead to the dome. At 
length we reach the famous Whispering 
Gallery with the starch all gone from our 
collars, and that exquisitely delightful 
feeling (1) which all must share who 
reach this spot at this season of the year. 
Bat we are not at the end, yet, »0 dear- 
some of our companions behind, who 
¿have nut the hardihood to. procced farth~ 
er, we go up another wearisome flight of 
atops aud finally reach the top where one 
ofthe most magnificent and extensive 
views it wus ever our good fortune to be: 
bold is spread out before our delighted 
vision and we feel fully repaird for ull 
our toil and labor. I would that I had 
time to descrine all the beauties and 
wonders of this vast building, which is 
now being renovated, but leaving my 
reader to visit it himself or to find an ac- 
ahnt of it by a more ginen pen, I will 
to the Navy Yard where new 
wonders await us. Here we visited the 
ships, Talapoosa and Wyoming. and 
several other goverument vessels, and 
saw the famous hammer weighing 16,500 
nds, yet constructed with such nice 
mechanical ingunity that at one instant 
itcan be made to crush the most solid 
substances and the next to searcely crack 
a walnut. Tuesday morning we went to 
the Smithsonian Institute where we found 
rselves in a perfectly Warmed circle 

of curivaities. Here were animals of 
every clime, birds ef every line, and fish 
from many seas; hero we were brought 
face to face with life like representations 
of the picturesque Chinese, the painted 
savage, the gorgeous Japanese and the 
Esquimanx, and here were the 

wn distorted features of the dried 
Peruvisn mummies, through whose veins 
the blood of life once thrilled, and the 
tall slender forms of two human beings 
(male and female) who three thousand 


ago lived and loved in the land of 


ozcafamed Egypt. Truly a place for 
ftady apd contemplation! In the after- 
pòon we called to see the President, he 
waa not at home but bearing of or an- 
ticipating the arrival of our distinguishe 1 
, he very kindly left a gong man 

r e who po ite'y showed us through 

e building and finally the door without 
even asking us to take seat or stay 
for tea; we bore this slight with 
becoming humility, aud forced back a 
fow stray tears as we meekly made 
our way tothe Patent Office, while he 
weat back to “count the *poons.” Here 
we saw so many things that it ts useless 
for we to undertake a description, but I 
will say they were “de omnibus rebus et 
quibusdam alius.” Wednesday morning 
we went to the Treasury, where we were 
so fortunate as to procurt the services of 
a very efficient guide sho tuok us quite 
through the building, and from whom 
we gleaned much valuable information 
goncerniny the uses ofthe different rooms 
and the strange complex machinery.-— 
From this building we took the cars for 
Oak" Hill Cemetery. The solemn silence 
and wild picturesque beauty vf thissacred 
pox Mela naught is heard but the mor-

of' waters andthe sighing of 

winds through the tree tops, impress one 
aa being a place eminently fitted for our 
prione sleep after the trials of life are 
, and'in its neatness aud beautiful 
simplicity it forms a striking contrast to 
tha ng aplendor of our fair without 
but foul within National Capitol, which 
wo have just left, In the afternoon we 
rode out to Ar:ington, a stately old man- 
sion commanding a sweeping view of the 
Potomac and the surrounding country, 
but in which there is not a stone or line 
to fell that it was once the home of 
eur beloved Lee: Three rooms are en- 
tirely unfurnished, and on the wal's. are 
maps showing the plan ofthe Govern- 
ment Cemetery here; which was estab- 
lished May 13th, 1861. The number of 
soldiers buried at this place is 11,276, of 
these there are 7,199 known, and 4,077 
unknown. The graves are in long, 
straight rows, and those of Union soldiers 
have plain marble tombs, while the Con- 
press which are very few in number, 
e simple wooden slabs, on which ia 
painted their names, when they died, 
and the single word “Rebel.” Beneath 
a single stone, only about three yards and 
a half long, and two wide, lie the remains 
pf two thousand, one hundred and eleven 
poldiers collected from the battle field of 
Bull Run and the route of the Rappahan- 
nock, after the war. I was rather amused 
nn returning to the frout perch, prepara:

nie Y. fast nasleep. Buch is the soothing 
influence of the place, and such itshappy 
effect on some. Tho number of visitors 
pugistered here up to the date of our go- 
ing, Aug‘ 22nd., was 90,889. Thursday 
morning we went to Caveran’s art gallery 
which is a perfect elysium to the clussic 
student.

HINTS FOR FALL WORK. 


BOWING WHEAT, 


The majority of farmers prefer to 
wow wheat this month. . Where there 
_de:no danger of the fly, and whero 
the season of fall growth is short, 
most of tho wheat is sown in August. 
The 20th of September is probably 
the date which anits the ideas and 
convenience of most farmers. Wo 
prefer not.to be later than this if wo 
can avoid it. 


VARIETIES OF WHEAT. 


A great number of new variotios of 
‘wheat bave been tested of Inte. The 
Clawson wheat has become very pop- 
ular on account of its hardness. It 
is a smooth variety, with n plump. 
amber grain, and yields „well. The 
“Gold Medal” has made many friends 
but we know it only by report. Of 
all that wo bave grown the Tread- 
well, the Clawson and the Diehl, 
have succeeded best on moderntely 
light soil, and we would choose them 
in the order hore named. The Diehl 
is a fino variety, but the white whents 
“heed bétter soil and cultivation than 
the amber, and these better than the 
red whents. It is a good farmer 
that can raise good crops of the 
white sorts. But then every farmer 
should try for the best. On the 
whole, however, the amber wheats 
will probably be found the most suc- 
cbastal under ordinary cultination, 
and, as a rule, they make excellent 
fonr. 


SOWING TIMOTHY—HALROWING WIIEAT. 


When grass seed is sown, barrow- 
ing wheat cannot be done either in 
the Fall or Spring. The benefit de- 
rived from harrowing in both seas- 
ons is certainly greater than the ad- 
vantage of having the grass seed.in 
the ground before Winter. When 
clouer is to be sown in the Spring, it 
will be mach safer to defer sowing 
the timothy until then, and sow it 
with the clover on the freshly har- 
rowed ‘ground. 


CUTTING CORN.
